Vulcan’t first dramatic festival was 
a decided success^ The theatre was 
packed for the evening performance 
and the matinee war well attended by 
school children and some adults.

Adjudicators for the festival were 
Mr. Guy Denbigh and Mr. George 
Whicher, and they, after much delib¬ 
eration, selected the play “Suppress¬ 
ed Desires” as the winner of the 
.event. This play was under the di¬ 
rection of Mrs. Wayne Ransom and 
players in the cast were Miss Helen 
Simington, Miss Sadie McCartney and,] 
John Jamieson. Both director and 
players are to be congratulated on 
their successful entry. 

By 8 o’clock the theatre was filled, 
and the Vulcan Concert Orchestra, 
under the direction of Don Forsland, 
played two prelude selections. This 
was followed by announcements from 
the stage, introducing the first play 
of the evening, “The Model Wife," di¬ 
rected by Miss Mayme Lebeau. The 
large cast of ten presented the play 
in a very able manner and the .aud¬ 
ience at once responded to the humor 
of this comedy. Although the theme 
of the play was by far from being 
new, and has been presented from 
many different apgles, the subject 
was handled in a manner that gave 
it style that appealed. Members of 
the cast were Misses Ethel Campbell, 
Rhui Clark. Hops Crockett, Margaret 
Munro; Betty Wright, Carol Marshall. 
Mayme Lebeau and Junior Harback, 
Dee Snow, Donald Carson. 

After several selections of interlude 
music by the orchestra, the second 
play, the winner of the event, “Sup¬ 
pressed Desires” was presented The 
play was the longest of the evening 
and had the smallest'cast. All car¬ 
ried their parts with “sufficient 
strength to deserve the win, said the 
adjudicators, The theme of the play 
was a delightful ore full of satirical 
•humor on the theory of psychoanaly¬ 
sis. —

the presentation of “Suppressed De- 
sires“-and “Wanderlust” the orches- 
traprovided • ~ excellent" variety with 
the playing of “Two-Hearts in Waltz 
Time” with the vocal refrain by Miss 
Rose Hartwig.

“Wanderlust” was the last play of 
the festival. Directed bj^ Bob McEl- 
roy, the following appeared in the 
cast: Misses Harriet Discher, Marjor¬ 
ie Hill; Norman Lockhart, Albert 
Collier, Garnet Discher, and the di¬ 
rector. The theme of the play was 
heavy and the audience 1 did not fully 
grasp the meaning of the play before 
the drop of the curtain. - After the 
presentation of the two comedy plays 
it seemed that the audience was still 
in the mood for more, and did not 
fully catch the point of the drama 
that followed. However the acting 
parts were well carried out. and the 
characters were portrayed. 

Rev. P. G. McPheson thanked the 
audience for their attendance and 
support on behalf of the V'ulcan 
Young People’s Society at the end of 
the programme, and , thanked Mr. 
Forsland and his orchestra for their 
willingness to,.assist with any local 
event in the way of music. Mr: Fors¬ 
land had set a standard of music in 
Vulcan that would last for years, Rev 
McPherson said. Appreciation* was 
at the same time given the casts of 
the plays and the various people who 
assisted in making the event a suc¬ 
cessful one. 

After a short programme by the 
orchestra the adjudicators presented 
their opinion of the various plays and 
actors. Criticjsm was presented by 
Mr. George Whicher, as found by him 
self and Mr. Denbigh. Each player 
was criticized by the name of the 
character he took and the play as a 
whole was touched. 


PETER MCINTYRE 
OF ENSIGN DEAD 

Peter McIntyre of Ensign Passes 
Away in Seventy-fifth Year 


Vulcan and district were deeply 
grieved to learn of the death on Fri¬ 
day morning, April JJO, of Peter Mc¬ 
Intyre, highly esteemed and old time 
resident of this district. 

Mr. McIntyre was born in McIntyre 
Grey county, Ontario, on the 16th day 
of October 1858 and spent his child¬ 
hood and early manhood there. In 
1884, at the age of twenty-five, be 
travelled west to British Columbia, 
where he prospected until 1891. At 
this time, he went to Oregon and en¬ 
gaged in farming at Athena. On 
Christmas Day 1890, he married Sus¬ 
an Fachnie and they made their home 
at Athena until 1904, when he came 
to Alberta. Re located on a farm 2. 
miles north and east of Xanton and 
has lived, there for the past thirty 
years—this now being the Ensign/) 
district. 

Mr. McIntyre was very interested 
in lodge activities, being a member 
of the Woodmen of the World; the 
Masonic Lodge, the I.O.O.F. at Nan- 
ton and the B.P.O.E. at Vulcan. Mun¬ 
icipal interests engaged his attention. 
He was councillor and weed inspector 
for his district several years. 

He is survived by bis widow, Susan 
four sisters, Mrs. E. J. Taylor, Nan- 
ton; Mrs, Katie Putts, Helix, Oregon; 
Mrs. Mida Pickell. Portland, Oregon; 
Mrs. Mary McPbail, Los Angeles, 
Calif.; and four brothers, Duncan (of 
Ensign; Archibald and Daniel of Pen¬ 
dleton, Oregon; Malcolm of Adams, 
Oregon; one brother John predeceas¬ 
ed several years ago. —t

22 .at two o’clock. Rev. McPherson of 
Vulcan opened the service and Rev. 
Farquhar of Brant, capably and sym¬ 
pathetically officiated.

ARBOR DAY 

• «•» 

Arbor Day, which is observed in the first week of May, 
should bring with it some definite accomplishment in the 
way of beautification. The day is not a statutory holi¬ 
day but the intention is that it be observed, with special 
attention to school grounds. No one can deny that most 
school yards throughout this and other districts present 
anything but an attractive, welcoming appearance. This 
is it to be wondered at, in view of the fact that the school 
house, in many districts, is tire community centre, and 
represents to some extent the attitude of the district. 
This year appears to be opportune for a plan of beautifi¬ 
cation in every school yard in the district. The rush of 
seeding will be over in the first week of May, and those 
interested in school appearance, will be able to devote 
a little time to helping teacher and children plant trees and 
shrubs. It is not difficult to secure these, and the later 
care of them may be left as a charge on the children. If 
interest were taken by adults in the efficient observance 
of arbor day at the schools, every school yard would be 
well bordered with young trees. There would be shrubs 
and. hardy perennials planted, and in the course of a few 
years, the whole appearance of these institutions would 
be altered. — . 

The cleaning up and plantihg,-incident to the day, are 
a reasonable feature of school work, and later care and 
encouragement of growth, is a' valuable part of school 
training. In Turner Valley for instance, it is planned to 
spend about $100 in the purchase of trees for the various 
school grounds. This will bring great result, not only in 
the outward appearance, but aiso in the nature of the 
children in attendance. ‘ 

No one but regrets “the barren, hard, commonplace look 
of the average country school, and no one but feels that 
the children would respond joyously, t • a kindlier, more 
gracious environment. It is wonderful what some com¬ 
munities have done in the beautification of cemeteries. 
Why can the same co-operative effort not be directed to¬ 
ward the beautification of the school yard, where the 
youthful character is moulded. 

It would be a fine thing, if-the trustees of each district, 
would lead in a real tree planting drive on Arbor Day, 
1934. 

LACKING THE WHEREWITHAL ’ . 

* j , , 

At this time jsf the year most housewives survey their 
homes in the stark clear sunlight,.and think wistfully of 
what they would like to do if only they had the money. 
They have beep looking things over wistfully for the past 
three or four years now. and either suppressing desires, 
or getting by with some temporary expedient, always 
hoping that next year will be better. It is quite safe to 
say that in the past four years not 20 per cent, of the 
housewives of Canada have been able to replenish or ren¬ 
ovate, as they would have done if times had been normal. 
Each year, their house furnishings have deteriorated 
slightly, and have not been kept up. Each year the needs 
in the way of curtains, rugs, linens, bedclothing, furniture 
and so on, grow’ more acute. And so far, only the real 
necessities have been purchased. Scarcely a home at the 
present moment that could not spend hundreds of dollars, 
profitably and well, in repairing renovating and restoring 
indoors and out. 

In other words, the need for buying grows more acute 
with each passing season, but the .lack* of ability to buy 
remains the same. / 

It is pleasant to speculate on what would happen, if 
this potential buying power were released by some un¬ 
dreamed of means. If the spending power of the coun¬ 
try were restored overnight, the goods that have lain on 
the merchants’ shelves would be swept clear, factories 
would work incessantly for months to come, before the 
actual needs of the average home would be filled. There 
would be such a business, as only four years of unfulfilled 
wants could bring about. 

And if the buying power of the masses were maintained 
consistently and uniformly over a period of years, the 
rush of business would continue. Because the last four 
years have taught the majority of people how quickly 
things deteriorate and how much purchasing is necessary 
to maintain a reasonable standard of living. 

The grim experience of the immediate past has possibly 
instilled in people some spirit of caution on time purchas¬ 
ing, but it has nob developed any noticeable appetite for 
plain and frugal living. Desire for those things which 
make life smoother and pleasanter is as strong as ever 
though unfulfilled. 

It is a curious reflection on the great brains of the age 
that no one with power, has the knowledge or the cour¬ 
age to break down the harrier between tihe producer and 
the consumer and restore the natural flow of trade. 

ON BEHALF OF THE WEST 

/ » 

Following the debate in the House of Commons on 
wheat guarantees and government act'on in respect to 
wheat, Premier Bennett rose to the support of Western 
Agriculture with the following words: 

‘‘The government is endeavoring to do the best it can 
to safeguard that interest, the interest upon which west¬ 
ern Canada has prospered in years gone by, which by its 
purchasing power kept the. factories of the East going. 
Now are these gentlemen going to raise this cry against 
the West in its time of peril, its time of difficulty, its 
time-of stress: are they going to appeal to sectional and 
other prejudice for the purpose of carrying out any such 
policy? I appeal to the members of this committee, those 
who know and understand what happened, who know that 
the government left it a perfectly open question for the 
-o-r.-'hprs to determine os thev 'aw fit and that tho com¬ 
mittee decided as it did in the light of the knowledge they 
hod as to what was Host for the country under the circum¬ 
stances. Of course the west has had large benefits from 
the relief measures. Why? Because there we have a small 


number of people inhabiting a vast a Mi, wtio produced 
more wealth per capita for Canada than any pioneer peo¬ 
ple in the world. That is the real trtith, if you want to 
know the real truth. Everyone who takes the trouble to 
analyze the Statistics realizes the great amount of new 
wealth that h*a been produced on the western plains be¬ 
tween the spring and the fall, which had such a tremen¬ 
dous effect on this country that now the drying up of 
this source of 'production has been felt in every part of 
this dominion. Everyone knows that, but here we have the 
cry raised that what we are tryihg tc do is to deprive 
someone of something else. If the figures are looked at 
it will be seen that under the agreement made every part 
of this country has had the same treatment. In the older 
parts of the country the necessity has not been so great 
as in the new. Why should an old and long-settled coun¬ 
try be asking the federal government to make contribu¬ 
tions for the purposes of relief ? It is in the new, the pion¬ 
eer country that this necessity has arisen.” 

, HOBSON'S CHOICE 

The position of the rural telephone service has recently 
been brought before the people of this district, and the 
future seems to offer difficulties under any circumstances. 
As a problem it is very much an unwanted child. As a 
sendee it must be maintained. 

The government faces the fact that almost all rural 
lines will need rebuilding in the course of a few years. 
Under present conditions, it is not practicable to invest 
$5,000,000 or any considerable portion of it in a system 
which has gone behind even in good years to the extent 
of $550,000 a year. It is clear that there is no intention of 
rebuilding the present system, with the existing financial 
outlook. This would mean that as lines collapsed they 
would not be_restored on any general scale. 

In- offering the present service to rural groups at junk 
value, the government seems to be nu.king the only pos¬ 
sible move, to perpetuate the service in districts that de¬ 
sire it. Naturally, the farmers do not look upon this as 
any royal gift. Their initial purchase price is small, it is 
true, but they face the replacement which will be neces¬ 
sary in the course of a few years. It has been said that 
with a little nursing, the present equipment will carry 
along for some time. But rebuilding, when it is done, 
will have to be carried by the farmer units, and with some 
degree of uniformity. j 

The government will have shed its incubus, and will 
have no more responsibility. The rural units will then as¬ 
sume the operation of their own service. The secretary 
will insist on prompt collections, and the efficiency of the 
service will be purely a local matter. There is the risk 
of shareholders moving away before full payments of pur¬ 
chase has been made. There are other responsibilities, in¬ 
cluding the business of prompt payments. But, judging 
by the efficiency shown by the majority of municipalities 
in handling municipal business, it would not be at all 
surprising if these farmer-owned groups could be made to 
carry themselves. There will be much greater personal 
responsibility, but that can be carried if the co-operative 
spirit is exercised and if each individual views it in that 
spirit. There is no denying, however, that the proposed 
scheme will work a certain hardship on the farmers who 
have maintained their payments and met all obligations 
of the provincial service. They would probably prefer to 
pay a little more to continue under the provincial scheme. 
Unfortunately they do not represent a large proportion 
of the rural population. 

It has been intimated at times that the urban service, 
which is relatively self-supporting and represents only 
a small proportion of the arrears, should be willing to 
pay a heavier toll in order to carry the rural service. The 
argument has been advanced that it is the country people 
who have made, and who continue to make, the towns. 
Therefore the townspeople owe a debt to the rural popu¬ 
lation. 

This is a somewhat one-sided view. In the early days, 
the towns and villages sprang up to meet the needs and 
demands of the countryside for trading posts. The towns 
were a result of mutual need, and as these have been 
built up with facilities and services they have advanced 
the land values. A good market town near at hand is an 
asset to any farm owner. The home town merchant is 
patronized ii) most instances only in so far as he" gives 
value. Otherwise he loses the trade of the independent 
farmer. Moreover, he “carries”- the Countryside on his 
books, to an appalling extent. It is no secret that mail 
order and city houses get much cash trade from individ¬ 
uals who impose on their home town for extended credit. 
Small towns and rural areas, are inter-dependent, but 
there is no indebtedness that could justify the urban 
phone subscriber in meeting the obligations of the coun¬ 
tryside. The only result would be the crash of the whole 
system. 

There is still the belief that the rural phone service 
should be regarded as a social service, but the costs of 
such a type of service have not yet been presented for 
consideration. 

NATURAL LAWS 

Reforms in government, federal, provincial and munici¬ 
pal, are always needed. Further legislation in the inter¬ 
ests of honesty and fair dealing may now be desirable. 
The Bennett government in its National Products Market¬ 
ing bill appears to desire to bring about more equal op¬ 
portunities for all people. Such a goal is in the interests 
of everyone’s children and graindchildren, but more equal 
opportunities will be brought about only through the self- 
control of individuals—not through government control of 
income. The artificial control of prices, wages and hours 
has always resulted in trouble. Personal habits are 
changed very little by legislation. We cannot break eco¬ 
nomic laws, we can only break ourselves against them. 
Certainly in the long rum there is more to divide only as 
more is produced. We come out of business depressions 
only by working harder and longer—not by working less. 

There are three laws that governments and courts can¬ 
not change. These are (1) the law of supply and de¬ 
mand; (2) the law of the survival of the fittest; and (3) 
the law of action and re-action. Attempting to circumvent 
these three laws is time wasted. We can make progress 
only by taking advantage of these three laws, viz: (1) by 
Influencing the desires of people for worth-while things; 
(2) by recognizing that the “fittest” are not the glib 
talkers always, but those who develop spiritually and in¬ 
tellectually as well as physically. Life will always sink 
and Forks will always float In a way laws cannot be 
made, they can only be discovered. Our future depends on 
our characters than on our laws.—Exchange.

France Unseasy 

In France there has been a great 
lapse in the tourist traffic, with tour¬ 
ist centres very quiet and inactive. 
Amongst the French people there is 
great unrest, with apprehension of 
violent outbreaks undermining the 
usual well being. The political revel¬ 
ations of recent months have left a 
serious aftermath of distrust. There 
are 800,000 government officials and 
they are under scrutiny. It is said 
that amongst the farm peasantry, 
there is a growing suspicion that the 
farmers are not being paid the sub¬ 
sidy which they are supposed to be 
paid under the wheat tariff barriers. 
This feeling is said to be working its 
way through the little market towns 
where the peasantry do their selling,] 
and the result is resentment and dis¬ 
trust. Large sums of money are leav¬ 
ing France to be deposited in the 
safer and more stable British Isles. 

Britain 

A much better spirit prevails in 
Britain, with confidence evident and 
good times ahead. A large measure 
of financial power seems to be return¬ 
ing to-Britain, and the general spir.-.
